From the Antwerp Courant, dated O&, 21. 
Cadiz, Sept. 24. 
N the 16th, fome of the Enemies 
Ships appear’d in fight of this Town, 
which occafion’d a {mall Alarm ; but 
the 17th they continu’d their Voy- 
age for Lisbon. To Day arriv’d here 
2 French Men of War, the Formidable and the 
Ambitieux, each of 60 Guns and 300 Men, with- 
out having met with any of the Enemies Ships. 
The Captains of them report that they are to wait 
here for 12 other Mcn of War from Breft and Roch- 
fort, and to go with them to the Indies, from 
whence the Galleons under the Command of M. de 
Quefne, who has already with him 10 Men of War, 
are expected by the end of December. 
Fiom the Antwerp Courant, dated O&. 25. 
Naples, Sept. 27. The French and Sicilian Priva- 
teers infefting our Coafts very much and making 
the Navigation very unfecure, Provifions grow daily 
more {carce and dear: for which reafon our Vice- 
roy has not only fent Orders to all Governors of 
Towns, and to the Principalsof all the Villages of 
this Kingdom, to fend by Land as much Corn as 
poilibly they can torhis City 3 but has hkewife fent 
feveral Commiffaries into the Countries, to cake Ac- 
count of what Corn there is in ihe Kingdom, and 
in the mean time has forbidden the Selling of any 
Provifions at dearer Rates than formesly. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Od. 25. 
Vienna, O&. 12. Laft Night Count’ Taun, a 
Collonel, Bro:her of the General arriv’d Poft from 
Naples, and went without Stop to the Favorita, to 
carry ro Court the good News, that Gaera, the laft 
Place which the Enemy had in the Kingdom of 
Naples , was taken Sword in Hand by our 
Troops. ’Tis now under Deliberation to fend fome 
of thofe Troops and fome Neapolitans to Catalonia 
to the Affiftance of King Charles, it being fear’d 
he is in very great waut of Succours: but fome are 
for fending a great Part of «hole Troops to fubdue 
Sicily: However ‘tis thought the firft Advice will 
prevail as brirg moft neceflary, and an Affair thot 
Will noc of the leaft delay. 


Kinfale, O&ober 12. Jo Day came in Her Ma- 
jefty’s Ship the Roye! Oak, Captain Wilde Com- 
mander, who fail’d from Plymouth on Thurfday laft, 
with the Cumberland, Devonfhire, Ruby, and Che- 
fier, being Convoy to above i100 Sail of Trant 
ports nd Merchant-fhhips bound for Lisbon and the 
Witt Indies. On ®ridav about 12 ar Noon off Silly 
they fell in with the Dunkirk and Breft Squadron, 
confiting of 16 Sail of fram 50 to 70 Gunsi; and 
in che Engagement the Devonfhire blew up, and 
‘tis fear’d the reft of the Men of War and .moft of 
the fleer were taken. The Royal Oak had 10 Men 
ki| ard 20 wounded, and is much fhatter’d, ha- 
Ving loft her Head and Boltfprit.

This Morning’s Poft from 
Kinfale brings Advice, that Her Majefty’s Ship the 
Royal Oak was come in there very much fhatter’d, 
and reports, that a Squadron of 14 French Men of 
War fell in wich her and 4 other Men of War, Gon- 
voys tothe ourward bound Lisbon Fleer, and that 
our Men of War made a Vigorous Refiftance, to 
give Time to the Merchant-men to efcape, but two 
were taken, and the others made a running Fight. 


DUBLIN. The 9th of Oober, A Petition of 
Captain Berjamin Pafcal one of the French Pentio- 
ners complaining againft Mr. Paul Augier late A- 
gent ro the French Penfioners for defrauding the 
Publick by receiving the Pay of feveral French Pen- 
fioners as living though he knew they were dead, 
and of others long fince return’d to France, was 
prefented to the Houfe of Commons and Read, and 
referr'd to a Selec Committe.

ate living, and what Licences of Abfence to fuch 
French Penfioners have been granted, and by whom, 
and for what Reafons the fame have been granted. -
